for town center plan

The Wilmington Town Center 
project moved another step closer 
to reality Tuesday night. 

Though some areas of concern 
remain, members of the redevelop- 
ment authority were unanimous in 
approving Alternative Three as the 
preferred proposal for the replace- 
ment of the Burlington Avenue 
bridge and related roadways in the 
center of town. 

Executive Director Michael Matt 
recommended that members go 
along with the third plan, which is 
an at-grade intersection with two 
jug handle connectors. This option 
was favored over the grade 
separated intersection proposed last 
year by the state Department of 
Public Works, two other plans 
outlined by WRA consultants, and a 
ramp alternative proposed by 
selettman Robert Cain. 

Matt said one of his main reasons 
for recommending this plan over 
the others was the wide range of 
town center revitalization activities 
which can now occur since new 
areas are open to development. He 
also stated the tie in with a 
commuter rail station and Rotary 
Park are advantages. 

The options have been under 
review for the past two months. 
Matt and the consultants have 
outlined the alternatives for 
residents and town officials at 
various meetings and at a public 
hearing held April 4, all in an 
effort to involve the community 


right from the start 

Though Matt said he was 
enthusiatic about the third 
alternative, he explained there were 
several areas which would require 
careful monitoring during the 
preliminary engineering-design 
phase. These include environmen- 
tal impacts in the area; a speed 
requirement of 25 mph for the 
Burlington Avenue /Church Street 
portion of the project; and the Kirk 
Street access area. All three con- 
cerns, said Matt, need to be a focus 
of the state and local legislators 
during the early stages. 

Matt urged members to seek sup- 
port from Wilmington selectmen as 
soon as possible. Selectmen, in 
turn, will be encouraged to notify 
the DPW of their choice so that the 
25 percent design phase can begi 

Matt told the board, "it's critical 
the selectmen act. You really'don't 
want to do much more until you 
know they're in favor.” 

WRA Chairman Jay Donovan 
agreed, saying it was “imperative’ 
the project move ahead a3\3oon as 
possible. 

On May 4, WRA officials will 
meet with the town manager and his 
department heads. They also plan to 
present their choice to selectmen 
sometime in May, preferably at 
their meeting May 9th. 

Consultants from Wallace Floyd, 
and Associates, meanwhile, will be 
able to look closer at the revitaliza- 
tion of town center once selectmen 
offer some direction on where the 
project will go from here.

House Ways and Means Committee 
sees a serious shortfall in state 
funds in two or three years. He 
could not promise that the state 
would continue local aid. 

Fincom member Jim Gorman 
said that no number of officers 
would reduce the amount of traffic 
The town was already $50,000 over 
the levy limit. This would make it 
$100,000 over. 

The highway department also 
gained two employees above the 
fincom recommendations, at a cost 
of $43,804. The town manager 
cited such projects as baseball field 
renovation, cemetery expansion, 
sidewalks and the construction of 
Aldrich Road as places where addi- 
tional help will be needed. 

Asked by Carl Backman how the 
extra expenditure left the budget in 
relation to the levy limit, and how 
the town would meet that limit, the 
town manager said that it was about 
$150,000 over the limit. He said 
that this was about three-tenths of 
one percent over, and that the 
estimates on the anticipated reve- 
nues had been conservative. The 
final figures, he said, may come in 
within the levy limit, which is not 
yet finalized. 

The town meeting, which had 
started at 1:45 p.m,, did not even 
start on the budget until 3:45. By 
5:45 p.m., the budget was finished 
and voters were on their way to 
supper. 

Last year's budget went through 
in 90 minutes. The year before that 
it took four hours.

Sparse turnout decides town issues

In an unexpected two day session 
beginning Saturday and concluding 
Monday night, a sparse turnout of 
Wilmington voters approved 22 out 
of 30 articles on the annual town 
meeting warrant. Residents also 
turned down a rezoning request and 
two street acceptances, passed over 
four unrelated articles, and post- 
Pponed a request to release a parking 
lot easement to the June 20 special 
town meeting. 

The article which generated the 
most discussion with two hours of 
explanations and heated debate was 
article 10. Following presentations 
by consultant Robert Patterson both 
nights, residents voted 160 to 35 to 
appropriate $150,000 for technical 
assistance to continue negotiations 
with Reading Light. 

Despite a plea by Reading Light's 
Phil Pacino to turn down the fund- 
ing, Patterson maintained that now 
that the town has the light board's 
“attention,” it should continue to 
negotiate for lower rates for all and 
a share in company profits. 
Patterson reviewed the milestones 
in the case and the current status of 
negotiations through a slide 
presentation, 

Some residents opposed the 
appropriation. They said since 
electric rates were fair and 
RMLD's service was “wonderful,” 
the town shouldn't "waste" any 
more money trying to set up a 
separate light department. They 
claimed selectmen haven't provided 
residents with enough specific 
information nor have they an- 
swered the light board's recent 
proposal concerning an advisory 
committee, equalized street lighting 
rates, and in lieu of tax payments. 

Town officials said they would 
offer a counter proposal soon. 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
told the Town Crier that could 
come as early as May. 

Selectman Jim Stewart was the 
first in a series of residents to urge 
passage -of the article. He said 
though Wilmington has spent 
$175,000 to date on the issue, it has 
received $600,000 back from 
Reading Light, which figures out to 
3.5 times more than the town's 
dollar investment. 

Some of the most convincing 
comments of the evening came 
from Fincom Chairman Jim 
Carroll. 

"| firmly believe negotiations 
came only as a result of the votes 
taken to date,” he said. At the same 
time, he praised Patterson for 
offering “solid facts” which his 
committee found to be “quite 
valid.” 

Both Pacino and Patterson 
favored negotiation over litigation. 
Pacino said it was RMLD's 
intention “to continue present 
negotiations in order to reach an 
amicable solution in this matter.”

Patterson told voters the entire sum 
of $150,000 would be needed only 
if there is litigation and he didn't 
view litigation "as a nice way of 
approaching this." Voters gave 


selectmen a vote of confidence in 
approving the article. 

Two rezoning articles, each 
having different outcomes, stirred 
much of the interest at Saturday's 
session. 

In article 19, Michael McCoy and 
Wilmington selectmen sought to 
rezone a 3.85 acre parcel on Lowell 
Street from high density business 
back to residential use. 

McCoy argued that owner John 
Forrest “went back on his word" 
after last year telling town meeting 
he wanted to create a business zone 
to save his gas station. McCoy 
claimed that Forrest had other 
intentions for his property as 
evidenced by a subdivision plan 
submitted to the planning board. 
Selectman Stewart added his board 
felt McCoy's suspicions might be 
accurate since Forrest sought to 
rezone an adjacent parcel to HDB at 
the annual meeting. 

Forrest accused McCoy of 
playing “political games” and 
listening to heresay. He said the 
only reason he submitted a plan 
dividing his land into two lots was 
to protect his HDB zone for eight 
years with the proposed road 
relocation by his property. He 
assured voters that "the only thing 
that concerns me right at this 
moment is my service station.” 

While Dave Fitzgerald defended 
Forrest's right to do nothing with 
his property until the relocation 
goes through, several ‘neighbors 
who had originally supported 
Forrest stood up to say they had 
been "misled." Voters disapproved 
the rezoning 89 to 71 

Article 33, to rezone 40 acres on 
Andover Street from R60 to R20 
for residential homes, passed after 
petitioner Al Fiorenza agreed to 
add an amendment turning over 30 
percent of the lots to the state's 
Homeownership Opportunity Pro- 
gram. The final vote was 105 to 26. 

In presenting the article, Attor- 
ney Joe Courtney explained the 
development could effectively head 
off a sludge facility being proposed 
on the site. Courtney referred to 
the sludge plant as "the worst 
environmental threat that has ever 
been pointed at the town.” 

Dirk Peterson, a member of the 
local advisory committee on 
sludge, explained if the land is used 
for a public purpose it stands a 
better chance of not being taken by 
eminent domain. He said subsidized 
housing would be considered a 
public use. Fiorenza agreed to 
follow HOP guidelines. 

Some residents warned voters not 
to panic and pass the article without 
seeing some concrete plans. Realtor 
Lorraine Ballou pointed to the 
difficulty of selling homes on land 
which could be taken at a later date. 
Selectman Chairman Bob Cain 
urged voters to accept the project

‘on its own merits. 

After extensive debate, residents 
okayed the article. By then it was 
close to midnight. 

An article to appropriate $48,500 
for engineering services for 


Ainsworth Road prior to it being 
accepted as a town way led to some 
tense moments and fears of 
industry encroaching in a 
residential area. 

. Article 27 was petitioned by 
Robert Corey and Donald Blodgett. 
Though Corey's attorney Kenneth 
Gilman called it "a very simple 
warrant article,” some neighbors 
didn't see it that way. They claimed 
paving the dirt road would open the 
door to further industrial develop- 
ment in their neighborhood. They 
said accepting the road would lead 
to more truck traffic and the 
possible contamination of water in 
the nearby wellfield. 

Gilman argued that the street 
acceptance was long overdue. He 
said 28 years ago town meeting 
voted to accept the road, but due to 
an error by the town clerk, the vote 
was never recorded and nothing 
could be done, 

Both the fincom and planning 
board recommended no action be 
taken since the proponent had said 
he would pick up the entire 
engineering and betterment costs 
for the abutters. There was some 
confusion over this point. In the 
end, voters overwhelmingly turned 
down the appropriation request in a 
149 to four vote. 

Other articles generated more 
than a-little discussion. These 
included: 

*Article 26 on accepting 
Randolph Road. This failed 83 to 
46 after one property owner 
questioned extending the road to 
two vacant lots at abutter’s expense. 

Article 11 to appropriate $5,000 
for maintenance and a security 
system for the new arts center. Pais 
passed with an amendment 
reducing the figure to $2,000 with 
Al Fiorenza offering the rest. 
Citizens backed the efforts of the 
Arts Council whose members, he 
said, had “breathed life" into the 
old town hall. 

Article 32 to rezohe the 
Branscomb property on Main 
Street to business use. This passed 
in a 167 to 14 vote since voters 
apparently agreed the site wasn't 
really “suitable” for residential use.

Jim Stewart, who has'been one of 
the most vocal selectmen against the 
redistricting, claimed the issue was 
i for any future decisions. 

"We will not stand for further 
division of our district,” he said, 
adding in 1990 Wilmington may be 
further divided if Tewksbury's 
population and Miceli's district 
continues to grow.

Budget cuts may reduce 
Wilmington sewer rates 


The Advisory Board to the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authorit (MWRA) at a meeting had 
called for specific cuts totalling 
$8.2 million in the authority's 
proposed operating budget for the 
fiscal year starting July 1, 1988. If 
the Authority agrees to the 
Advisory Board's recommenda- 
tions, ratepayers could see the 
Projected combined water and 
sewer rate increase of 46 percent 
fall to 38 percent, 

Expressing optimism that the 
Authority will go along with its 
recommendations, Advisory Baord 
Chairman Norman Jacques of 
Needham said, "By all indications,

Buzz told of the proposal by 
Senator Walter J. Boverini of 
Lynn, which would limit site choice 
of a sludge plant only to 
communities which have both 
water and sewer service with 
MWRA. Lynn, he said, receives 
‘only water, and Wilmington has 
only a sewer service, 


Buzz did not know about 
Progress, in the state house. 

The only facility in the area 
which can be used as an example, he 
said, is in Durban, New Hampshire. 

In the general discussion it was 
said that if all the proposed parcels 
for the MWRA sludge plant were 
put together the area "could be" 
100 acres in North Wilmington. 

One of those present, Peter 
Breen, likened the public program 
of MWRA to "Ready, Shoot. 
Aim!", Buzz's remark was that the 
least squeaky wheel was the one 
which did not get attention. 

Suggestions were made as to 

letters to the paper, and of letters to 
the Chamber of Congress. Jean 
LeFavour suggested talks to civic 
classes of high school students, a 
suggestion which elicited a 
favorable response. A second 
Suggestion was that the state 
representative of the sixth precinct 
(North Wilmington), where the 
sludge site is being proposed, might 
be the person to talk with the 
students. 
The ground water, from the site 
of the proposed sludge plant flows 
southerly, to the Browns Crossing 
well field, in the Wilmington Water 
Department, Stapczynski said.

cuts are reasonable. But we're also 
pushing him to look for cuts 
beyond the $8.2 million, Our staff 
didn't have the time or resources to 
investigate every program 
thoroughly, and we suspect the 
budget can be’ trimmed in other 
areas as well." 

Mr. Jacques said the cuts would 
make the budget leaner but would 
not prevent the authority from 
doing its job. The deletion of 20 
new positions, out of the 218 
requested overall, and small cuts in 
a multitude of professional 
services, for example, will not 
sacrifice any of the authority's 
Objectives as outlined in the budget. 

Citing underspending of allocated 
funds as an additional reason for 
cuts, Mr, Jacques cautioned the 
Authority against overbudgeting. 
He said the Advisory Board 
believes ratepayers should only be 
asked to pay up front for goods and 
services the Authority is reasonably 
sure of procuring during the fiscal 
year. Last year, for example, the 
Authority did not spend all the 
money it requested for several 
programs, and the Advisory Board 
therefore proposes to reduce the 
funding asked for these activities 
this year, . 

“The ratepayers are justifiably 
angry about the proejcted rate 
increases,” Mr. Jacques said. "It's 
up to the MWRA, with guidance 
from the Advisory Board, to show 
them that every dollar they pay for 
water and sewer services is being 
spent wisely."

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No room for slurs 


To say the least, Bill Belbin was shocked when Moderator 
Michael Caira shut him off abrubtly at the Wilmington Town 
Meeting Monday night. 

Mr. Belbin, a retired carpenter, had made an inappropriate 
remark in the course of speaking before the meeting. Mr. 
Belbin is a well-known and frequent speaker at town meetings. 

What happened was that he used an old cliche which included a 
word considered an ethnic slur. And while there were no 
members of that ethnic group at the town meeting, there were 
many people who objected to the use of such a word. 

Mr. Caira, it should be pointed out, is the national executive 
director of the Sons of Italy in America. In this capacity, he 
heads a group known as the Commission for Social Justice. And 
while this commission has its roots in combatting discrimination 
toward persons of Italian descent, it has adopted a much broader 
scope. Thus, Mr. Caira is not one to sit back and let an ethnic 
slur pass. He does not countenance discrimination or prejudice, 
or any expression of same, no matter who the target might be. 

Thus, Mr. Belbin, who certainly meant no harm by his use of 
the cliche, found himself cut off in mid-sentence by the 
moderator. He later expressed to this paper that the abrupt 
treatment might have been a bit harsh. He would have expected 
to have been told to refrain from such remarks, but not to be 
ruled out of order and told to sit down. And he did express his 
apologies for having used the phrase. 

‘The moderator has clearly established the rule for speakers at 
the town meeting. There is no room for words that can be 
considered racial slurs, even in a phrase from years gone by. 


Here's something you

In this age of medical miracles, 
some of the things we can do are 
utterly amazing. 

When heart transplants were first 
brought to light in the early 1970s, 
the world gasped in amazement. 
Today, heart transplants are almost 
routine. 

Likewise are kidney, heart-lung, 
liver, cornea, retina, bone marrow, 
skin and other transplants. An 
organ transplant is so common that 
it doesn't make the news anymore, 
and now the medical community is 
discussing head transplants and re- 
attachments. 

Our ancestors of even 100 years 
ago would burn us for witches if we 
told them what a skilled surgeon 
today can do with a corpse. 

But there is a terrible limit placed 
upon the art of moving organs 
from the dead to the living. 

There aren't enough organs to go 
around. Thousands await organ 
transplants, but few are called. 

That may sound ridiculous, and in 
a way itis. Look at the obituary 
column in any daily newspaper and 
you'll seen numerous listings every 
day, People by the thousands are 
dying every day, but very few of 
them leave behind a living gift. 

The week of April 26 - 30 has 
been declared National Organ 
Donor Awareness Week, and this 
issue needs attention. But I have 


another, more personal reason for 
writing this -- my wife is waiting 
for a kidney transplant, but she'll 
wait for years before even a single 
one is available. Twice a week, for 
three hours ata stretch, she'll spend 
the rest of her life hooked up to a 
dialysis machine. 

Mary Ann's dialysis center has a 
tight schedule for treatments -- not 
because the patients’ blood toxins 
become too high between treat- 
ments -- but because there are so 
many who need treatment. 

Her endless ordeal of hospital 
visits could be brought to a close 
with a single kidney. There are few 
available, 

Organs for transplantation have 
to come someone. They can't 
be grown in a tank and they don't 
grow on trees. People, and only 
people, provide organs to save the 
lives and ease the suffering of 
others. 

The most important part of organ 
donations is not the universal donor 
card. The Massachusetts Registry 
of Motor Vehicles will offer you an 
organ donor card when you renew 
your driver's license. That's the 
easy part. 

The sticking point, however, is 
your next of kin. A signed organ 
donor card doesn't mean a thing 
unless your family agrees to let the 
medics take whatever is usable. 

Let's assume Charlie gets into an

Anyone familiar with local 
Minutemen groups knows that in 
order for the Minutemen to be able 
to stage skirmishes against the 
Redcoats, there must be someone 
willing to volunteer to serve as 
Redcoats.

accident on his dirt bike. His head 
crashed into a tree, but paramedics 
were able to bring him to a trauma 
center before he died. Brain scans 
show that he is brain dead, so there 
is no real hope. A new law called 
Required Request means that the 
medical team will ask to harvest his 
usable organs. 

If Charlie's family, who by now 
must be frantic with grief, agrees to 
let his organs be harvested, then 
this is what could happen: 

His two comeas and two retinas 
may restore sight to four blind 
people. 

His two kidneys mean that two 
dialysis patients may be able to 
escape from their pumps. 

His heart and lung may go to save 
one patient, freeing that patient's 
heart for yet another transplant. 

His bone marrow may save the 
life of one who suffers from blood 
diseases. 

His skin could help at least one 
burn victim, perhaps more.

His liver could save another life. 

If Charlie's family agrees to try 
and salvage hope from tragedy, 
then one organ donor could save 
the lives or ease the suffering of 
perhaps 11 people. 

But if Charlie's next of kin says 
“no,” for reasons of religion or just 
too much blind hope, then Charlie 
will be buried, with all of his 
precious organs intact, dead and 
utterly wasted. 

An organ donor card has no 
weight of law in Massachusetts, The 
signature on a donor card is quite 
meaningless, since the next of kin in 
the emergency room can override a 
decision made in more peaceful 
times. 

And every year, countless organs 
are wasted and buried. The medical 
miracles of the 1980s are reduced 
to mere amusements, if the organs 
for transplant aren't available.

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LWV looks at 
assessors 


This is the 15th in a series of 
articles presented by the 
League of Women Voters of 
Wilmington in an effort to 
Samiliarize the public with the 
work of our town officials 
and to encourage the informed 
and active participation of 
citizens in government. The 
League will host a public 
"Meet Your Town Officials" 
reception on Sunday, May 1 
from 2 to 4:30 p.m. at the 
Buzzell Senior Center giving 
citizens an opportunity to 
informally meet and talk with 
officials. 

The Board of Assessors consists 
of three paid members, one full-. 
time principal and two part-time 
board members. Members are 
appointed by the Town Manager to 
indefinte terms. 

It is the responsibility of the 
board to assess, for tax purposes, 
the value of all real and personal 
property within the community. 
Assessments are abased on "full and 
fair cash value." Property 
inspections are followed by the 
analysis of each property relative to 
many factors including comparison 
to similar properties, the affect of 
interest rates on the real estate 
market, etc, and in commercial or 
industrial properties includes the 


analysis of investment potential. 

The tax rate is computed by the 
assessors based on the appropri- 
ation of funds voted at town 
meeting. After all items of income 
(other than property taxes) are 
subtracted from the town's 
expected total expenditures, the 
remainder is the amount to be 
raised through real estate and 
Presonal property taxes. The tax 
rate is then computed, according to 
Mass. Law, and submitted to the 
State Department of Revenue for 
certification. 

Assessors also have a respon- 
sibility for the motor vehicle excise 
tax bills originated by the State 
Registry of Motor Vehicles. They 
update the bills to reflect recent 
changes and pass them on to the 
municipal collector for distribu- 
tion. 

Taxpayers may file for 
abatements by first applying at the 
town assessors office for review by 
the board and, if the decision of the 
board is unsatisfactory, may then 
appeal to the State Appellate Tax 
Board. Information on all 
assessments, abatements and the 
appeals process are available 
through the Assessors Office at 
Town Hall. Board meetings are 
held in the Assessors’ office at 9:30 
a.m, on the third Thursday of each 
month and are open to the public.

If you've grown a vegetable 
garden in Wilmington or Tewks- 
Gury, chances are better than even 
that ‘you have had occasional 
problems with rabbits and/or 
woodchucks. We will get into ways 
t prevent damage by small 
animals, but first let's get some 
onions planted. 

Tam not sure how the term 
“onion set" originated, but a "set" is 
simply a small onion, about the size 
Of a nickel, These are first year 
bulbs, harvested in October by the 
commercial growers, dried and 
bagged to be planted the following 
spring. Garden centers commonly 
sell them in mesh bags of 100 for 
$1.00 to $1.50 a bag. Onions are 
frost tolerant, so this is the right 
time for planting. 

This vegetable is a heavy feeder, 
requiring a rich organic loam to 
develope to full size. Spade in some 
extra manure, fresh or dry 
processed, before planting: Onions 
do not require a deeply tilled bed 
and will do well in six inches of 
topsoil. 

I like to think of onions as a 
double harvest crop. Half the 
planting can be pulled and 
consumed in June and July, the rest 
can be left until late September to 
swell to full size. The earlier 
harvested onions will be nearly golf 
ball size and at their very best in 
taste, either raw of cooked. 

1 use a wide row planting system 
with onions, Rather than having 
long thin rows of plants growing a 
couple of inches apart in the row, 
try this: make a five inch wide 
furrow in the soil, about one inch 
deep. That's all - one inch! Onions 
planted four or five inches deep 
rarely grow to tennis ball size. The 
litle bulbs should be pressed gently 
into the soil so that, when covered, 
their pointy tops are just barely 
below the surface. Using a five inch 
wide channel and spacing the sets 
randomly an inch apart, you can fit 
100 bulbs into three feet of row. In 
a small garden where every square 
foot counts, this is an efficient way 
to use available space. 

Beginning in six or seven weeks, 
the young onions can be harvested, 
pulling every other one to leave 
those that remain two to three 
inches apart, allowing enough 
room to swell to full size. The 
onions pulled in June and early July 
should be steamed or boiled for 
four minutes, or until you can 
barely push a fork through them. 
Serve with a little real butter and a 
dash of salt for a special taste treat. 

If you have gardened in an area 
where woodchucks live, you 
already know what frustrations can 
result. (Joe Courtney on Andover 
Street will regale you with 
woochuck stories if you ever have 
the opportunity.) This ground 
burrowing rodent thrives on fresh 
greens either wild or cultivated and 


has a special preference for young 
bean, squash, and pumpkin plants. 
There are few experiences in 
gardening quite as depressing as 
seeing a long row of green bean

overnight. A woodchuck is often 
the culprit; rabbits will nibble at 
two or three plants and move on. 

Your control options for rabbits 
and chucks are basically the 
following: 

1. You can try to ignore them and 
live with occasional losses; _ 

2. You can shoot or gas them, or 

3. You can fence them out. 

Of the three, I much prefer 
putting up a sturdy fence. There 
was a time when I employed gas 
bombs and a .22 rifle, but this 
always left me with very mixed 
feelings. A “live and let live" 
philosophy is the way to go, at least 
for me, However if you have no 
problems with destroying the little 
beggers, gas bombs, with detailed 
instructions for their use, are 
available in many rural farm and 


garden outlets. . 
People will tell you that 

woodchu burrow right 

under a wire .. This is true, but 


if the fence is installed correctly 
(read on) that will not happen, 

You will need enough four foot 
wire fencing to completely enclose 
the garden. Sears, hardware stores 
and some garden centers sell 
several kinds of metal fencing. I 


like to use plain old chicken wire. 


In addition you will need enough 
one inch diameter poles or stakes 

for every six to eight feet of fence. 

Here is how you defeat the 

woodchucks: with a spade shovel, 
open up a 12 inch deep trench 

around the garden where your 
fence will go. You do not need to 
remove any soil, just insert the 
spade and rock it back and forth to 
make a V shaped opening. Lower 
the fence into the trench, then close 
it up and tamp the soil in place. 
Drive your poles a good 15 inches 
deep every six to eight feet and tie 
them tightly to the fence. Now you 
have a three foot fence, with an 
additional foot below the surface. 

So far I have yet to hear of a single 
case where a woodchuck has gone 
to the trouble of digging under this 
arrangement to get into a vegetable 
garden. 

Very young rabbits will go 
through standard chicken fencing 
as though it was not there. Unless 
theif numbers are way up, they will 
not bother you enough to cause 
concern. If they do become a 
serious problem, you can purchase 
a narrow roll of fine mesh fence 
and tie it to the bottom foot of the 
chicken wire. 

May is almost here, and with it, 
we hope, will finally come some 
genuine warmth, The next two 
columns will zero in on America’s 
favorite vegetable, the tomato.

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Rezoning to dominate 


Tewksbury meetings 


by Bill Conlon 

Property and rezoning articles 
dominate the scene of the upcoming 
annual and special town meetings in 
Tewksbury. 

The Tewksbury Planning Board 
has submitted a number of rezoning 
requests, but most involve updates 
to the town zoning map. 

Articles 31 through 36 seek to 
rezone different areas from Heavy 
Industry to General Residence and 
Farming. The areas in question are 
now used for residential purposes, 
and the board wishes to keep the 
areas from being used for industry 
in the future. 

But other rezoning articles were 
not brought by the planning board, 
and seek to rezone other areas for 
other areas 

Article 46, brought by developer 
James V. DeCarolis, seeks to 
rezone the Villa Roma complex 
into two separate districts. The 
proposal by DeCarolis would break 
up the existing Combination Use 
District -- which was removed 
from the zoning by-laws after Villa 
Roma was filed -- into a residential 
zone, where the Villa Roma condos 
now sit, and a light industry district 
in front, near Main Street. 

DeCarolis lately has had trouble 
with the Villa Roma development. 


The developer went wo tie planning 
board seeking permission to place a 
72,000 square foot retail center on 
the front portion, but the original 
CD plans showed only an 8,000 
square foot building. 

Another article brought by James 
DeCarolis, Article 41, asks voters 
to keep control of CD districts 
under the Planning Board, and to 
allow the board to amend plans that 
were previously submitted for any 
Combination Use Districts. 

Other proposals before the voters 
will be a request for $50,000 to buy 
or lease computers for the town; a 
$50,000 study of the town's office 
needs; and town budget of over $32 
million,

The Tewksbury Planning Board 
meeting Monday night had two 
public hearings on rezoning articles 
for the upcoming Special Town 
Meeting which would affect the 
same area of land. 

The two articles, one brought by 
the Hanrahans and others, and the 
other presented by the Gesins and 
others, would, if approved, rezone 
land along East and Maple Streets 
from Heavy Industry to General 
Residence and Farming. The Gesins 
and the Hanrahans live on Martha 
Avenue, which would also be 
affected by the rezoning articles. 

The" Hanrahan article seeks to 
rezone 8.4 acres adjacent to an 
abandoned railroad bed which 
connects East Street to Shawsheen 
Street. 

‘The railroad bed is being planned 
for an industrial roadway, which 
would open up land owned by the 


, Hupper Realty Trust, and that 


owned by Maurice J. McCarthy. 
The roadbed itself is owned by 
McCarthy, who presented plans this 
week for an industrial subdivision 
on his property. 

The Hanrahan article seeks to 
rezone two parcels immediately 
behind their Martha Avenue home. 
One parcel is owned by McCarthy, 
while Hupper owns the other. 

The Gesin article seeks to rezone 
a bigger parcel near East Street, 
and both landowners would also be 
affected. Gesin's bid seeks to 
rezone part of the railroad bed 
itself, along with some adjacent 
land. 

“When we bought our homes we 
didn't realize, and the real estate 
agent didn't tell us, that we were 
buying homes on land that was 
zoned for heavy industry,” said 
John Hanrahan. "Mr. McCarthy is 
worried about his investment, but 
what about our investments in our 
homes? Our land will depreciate if 
we have heavy industy in our back 
yard,” Hanrahan said. 

Opposed to the Gesin article was 
Warren Huppard, who owns the 
land which would be rezoned if the 
article is approved. Hupper claimed 
that the article would rezone more 


increase, and traffic and heavy 
trucking would also increase,” 
Gesin said. Gesin said he would 
much rather have a 100 foot buffer 
zone separating his land from the 
heavy industry area than a 10 foot 
buffer zone as allowed in the town 
zoning by-laws. 

But Warren and Earl Hupper, and 
@ representative for Maurice J. 
McCarthy, all disagreed with the 
two rezoning articles. 

Warren Huppard said he felt the 
same way that McCarthy does, that 
he has owned that land for years 
and has put substantial tax dollars 


into it. 

Huppard also said that if the land 
remains heavy industry, he has no 
immediate plans for development 
and that the land would remain as 
open space, along with providing a 
buffer zone for the airport. 
McCarthy, however, gave the town 
plans this week to split his land into 
a 7-unit industrial subdivision. 

The board did not make a final 
recommendation about either of the 
rezoning articles, 

Planning board Chairman Joe 
Doherty said he wanted time for the 
the board to consider what was 
said, and that recommendations 
before the special town meeting. 

The planning board has submitted 
a rezoning article for the upcoming 
Annual Town Meeting, Article 37, 
which would rezone much of the 
Jand north of the railroad bed, and 
along Martha and Starr Avenues, 
from Heavy Industry to General 
Residence and Farming. 

The Hanrahan article seeks to 
rezone also those parcels which the 
Planning board article does not 
include. 

The Hanrahan article is number 
nine on the warrant for the Wed- 
nesday night Special, while the 
Gesin article is number 11.

‘The thumping you hear in Tewks- 
Bere ate fe Fount of a 
‘being nailed shut. Part of the 
town's heritage is dying, and the 
Moumers are now gathering. 

‘Once upon a time, before Heavy 

Industrial Zoning and strip malls, 

bury was a farm town. And 
8 formal piece of farm equipment 
is a gun over the mantle. 

If a fox is raiding your chicken 
Coop, you track him down and nail 
him. In the fall, you return to your 
fields to harvest the pheasants and 
deer that fattened themselves on 
your corn all season. Bunnies, 
coons and squirrels round out the 
winter meat locker, and the farm is 
complete, healthy ecosystem. All 
is balanced and life goes on. 

But that was long ago. 

Farms today are disappearing, 
with a blight of condos appearing in 

@ their place. And you can't hunt in a 
condo development, even if the 
name evokes memories like "Deer 
Run Meadow," or such. 

Once upon a time you could hike 
into the "back forty” to do some 
target shooting. A box of .22 shells 
in: your pocket and a tin can to set 
‘on a fencepost and you had fun for 
the afternoon. No longer, though. 

An article for the Special Town

for banning the discharge of Tire- 
arms in the town, except for 
authorized target ranges. The 
article was brought by the Town 
Manager and the new Police Chief 
and, sadly, it has some merit. 

The article is opposed, however, 
by Mike Carroll, president of the 
Tewksbury Rod & Gun Club, and 
others. 


According to Mike, the club does 
allow some bunting on its 25 acres 
off Chandler Street, which borders 
the Great Swamp. A few others 
have said the swamp itself is not 
posted, and that hunting is possible 
there too. But it's still a squeeze to 
find an unposted area big enough to 
shoot in safety. 


Years ago everyone owned a gun, 
and safe firearms handling was a 
skill learned at an early age. Today 
we have kids whose only exposure 
to guns is watching Miami Vice. A 
few careless jerks make shooting 
dangerous. Most of us are careful 
and courteous, but not everyone. 

But the voters at the Special will 
have to decide, and there are a lot 
of them who don't hunt and who 
never will understand the sport. If 
they vote in favor of the article, 
Tewksbury will go the way of other 
towns, like Andover, Wilmington, 
Chelmsford, etc., etc., etc., etr., 
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etc,, etc., in banning the discharge 
of firearms. 


Should shooting be outlawed? No. 
‘The Second Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution lets us own firearms, 
but damned little is done to give us 
a place to shoot. A public shooting 
range, without membership dues or 
access fees, is sorely needed. Far 
too many of us don't belong to a 
rod & gun, and the only way for us 
to shoot, or teach our kids to hit the 
target, is to sneak out behind the old 
dump and risk a police hassle, or 
else drive forever to reach public 
land open to shooting. 

Wilmington, which has a ban on 
shooting, last year built a brand 
new target range, with both rifle 
and pistol backstops, but it isn't 
open to the public. The range, built 
‘on town land with town money, is 
for police use only. My editor and I 
went toe to toe over this one, but 
nothing was ever decided. Things 
like insurance, range officers and 
liability kept popping up. 

In Tewksbury, though, there is no 
such town-owned range. The cops 
do their target shooting at the Rod 
& Gun Club, and if the Special 
article goes through, so too will we 
all, or we just won't shoot at all. 


A ban on shooting in Tewksbury 
is a painful step for hunters and 
Saturday target shooters but what 
can we do? The article will be 
loudly opposed at the Special Town 
Meeting, but the article itself 
signals the end of an era. 

Farms are dying and so too is the 
farm equipment. The cultivator is 
choked with weeds and the plow is 
rusted. Tewksbury is abandoning 
its farming past, and seems to be in 
a dead run for an industrial future. 


But we can't let the gun go to rust as 
well. 4 

So think hard about Article 4 at 
the Wednesday night Special Town 
Meeting, which begins at 7 p.m. in 
the high school gym. A ban on 
uncontrolled shooting is a serious 
step for the town. 

But think harder still about a 
public shooting range -- a place 
whére we can bring our kids, to 
teach them about a Constitutional 
right, show them a fun afternoon, 
and make them better shots for the 
hunting season. 

We need a public shooting range. 
There are none. 

And the old farm is gone.

What can be done? “Dispose 
of all hazardous household 
products at a licensed disposal 
facility, return waste oil to gas 
stations, write letters to 
newspapers or government 
officials, join ‘Save the Har- 
bor/Save the Bay,’ take a sewer 
tour.”” 

What can a kid do? “Take 
shorter showers, fill the tub only 
part way when bathing, don’t let 
the water run down the drain 
when you brush your teeth, 
don’t let the water run down the 
drain while you wait for the 
water to get cold for a drink - 
keep drinking water in the 
refrigerator." 

Kids could also consider not 
playing in the sink and not 
having water fights. What they 
can do instead, however, is help 
their parents with drain, oven 
and window cleaning by taking 
advantage of Zorabedian's 
specific suggestions about the 
safe and magical powers of 
baking soda, white vinegar, and 
soapy water.

DIABETES AND THE EYE 


FREE SCREENING FOR DIABETICS 


Diabetes is a disease of the body's use and control of blood sugar. Too 
much sugar in the, blood causes one to get very thirsty and pass water 
very frequently. Advanced diabetes can damage nerves, blood vessels, 
kidneys and eyes. Diabetes can damage the eye causing blurry vision; 
cataract; glaucoma and destruction of the delicate blood vessels that 
feed the film of the eye called the retina. When the blood vessels of the 
retina begin to leak, they make the visual picture from the retina blur. 
This is called edema, if it affects the central vision of the eye it is called 
macular edema. If the sick blood vessels begin to bleed and die, poorly 
formed new blood vessels try to grow in to compensate. This is called 
proliferative diabetic retinopathy. People who have had diabetes for 
fifteen years or more have a 60% chance of having some form of blood 
vessel damage in their eye. Less than 10% of them will have serious 
complications of "sugar" in their eye. Only a small percentage of these 
will ever go blind from diabetic retinopathy. However, diabetes remains 
the leading cause of new blindness among adults in the United States. 


Early recognition of diabetic eye disease may allow successful treatment 
using lasers. Lasers are special beams of light that can spot weld or cut 
like bloodless scalpels. They can be used to dry the fluid leaking from 
blood vessels causing edema of the fine vision center. Lasers can also be 
used to prevent or reduce the bleeding and retinal scarring that can 
cause loss of sight. Diabetes can affect all of us. But early detection and 
early treatment can prevent our living in a world of darkness. 


Diabetics should arrange dilated eye exams by an ophthalmologist ‘at 
least once a year.

knowledge of herbal medicine. 

Berger said that the story is 
steeped in fact. “That dog was 
actually worshipped as a saint 
because he guarded sick 
children. The first scene that 
you see in the movie, of the dog 
pl the baby against 
certain death by snakebite, was 
recounted in the Latin text as a 
thing that that particular dog, 
which the peasants had sainted, 
had done. So naturally, they 
venerated him." 

After Berger chose her 
subject, she called the National 
Endowment for the Humanities, 
(NEH), a group that en- 
couraged her to complete her 
research and write a script. 
Within a month, Berger 
borrowed a script from a friend 
so she could learn the format. 
While her (then) teenaged kids 
were away for a few weeks, she 
sat at the dining room table and 


» wrote 55 pages. The initial draft 


was received favorably by the 
NEH, so she continued her 
research in Paris, finished the 
script and passed in 125 pages. 
The NEH then granted her an 
additional sum of $88,000 to pay 
for the pre-production of her 
independent feature. 

But Berger had a lot to learn 
along the way. “I made up this 
grant with the B.C. grants of- 
ficer. I thought I'd ask for 
$20,000, and she said, ‘Oh no, 
you need money for postage, 
xeroxing, travel.’ And, of 
course, I did need it. I just had 
no idea what these things cost.”” 

Once Berger had the money, 
she asked French director 
Suzanne Schiffman for help. 
After Schiffman cut the script 
down to a reasonable cinematic 
size, Berger applied for, and 
received another grant from the 
NEH, only this one was for 
$850,000. A truly miniscule 
amount of money by Hollywood 
standards, where the average 
cost of a film is $16-$18 million, 
but it got her started. Berger 
finished financing the movie in 
Europe and filmed there for 
three months in 1986. 

“I knew we were going to 
shoot in France, because as an 
art historian I knew locations 
where we could shoot. I asked 
the French Cultural Service (in 
New York) for a list of French 
screenwriters. At the top of the 
list was a note, ‘Suzanne 
Schiffman is not on this list, but 
she was Francois Truffaut's co- 
scenerio writer.’ " 


Berger headed for the library 
to read the Schiffman/Truffaut 
scripts and then tracked 
Schiffman down in the south of 
France, where she was shooting 
a film. “I told her who I was, 
and I had prepared a little four 
or five line summary of the plot, 
and she said to me, ‘Oh, you're 
not going to tell me the story

me the scenario.’ So, I found out 


about Federal Express,"’ 
Berger said. 
Overnight delivery, 


distribution, screenwriting. 
With a self-depreciating laugh, 
Berger explained that she 
learned all aspects of the film 
industry in the most academic 
of ways — she either did it or 
read about it. Now thoroughly 
hooked, she reads the trade 
papers and has even completed 
another script. 

The working title for her 
second venture outside of the 
classroom is “Shepherds.” It 
concerns an uprising of 
shepherds prompted by a 
charismatic leader that ac- 
tually occurred in 1251 and was 
documented in a Latin text by 
the monk Matthew of Paris. 
Unlike “Sorceress,” which is in 
French with English subtitles, 
this film will be in English, 
although it also will be shot in 
France. But like “Sorceress,” it 
was good enough for the NEH to 
grant her enough money to 
develop the project. Berger 
hired a professional script- 
writer to help her pare the fat 
from the script and is now 
waiting to hear from the NEH 
about the $950,000 she needs to 
begin production. She said 
that a lot of the people who 
approached her after showings 
at the Boston Film Festival, 
Women's Film Festival in Los 
Angeles, and the Toronto Film 
Festival were women. 

“People have written me 
letters.
